Says Tax Cut 
Is Recession 
Insurance 


WASHINGTON (AP)U-President 


Kennedy described his $11 billion 
tax reduction proposal today as 
recession insurance,, and said "the 
prudent man docs not tempt fate 
by unnecessarily delaying his ac- 
quisition of insurance." 


Speaking to the national confer- 


ence of the Business Committee 
tor Tax Reduction in 1963,, a group 
formed to support the tax cut, 
Kennedy noted! that excluding war 
years, "this nation has had a re 
cession on the average of every 
42 months since the second World 
War—or every 44 months since 
the first World War. 


"By January, it will have been 


44 months since'the last recession 
began,," he said in his prepare* 
text. 


Kennedy said he would not pre 


diet 4Iial a recession will come i 
there is no tax cut, or even say 
that it would be irrtpos&ible to 
have a recession if a tax cut we're 
enacted. 


He added: "But I do know tha 


the prompt enactment of this bill 
making certain both immediate 
and prospective tax reductions, 
will improve business conditions, 
increase consumer and invest- 
ment incentives, and make the 
most of the antirecession thrust 
that this tax cut can provide." 


Delay, he said, would "court un- 


certainty, inadequacy and per- 
haps total failure." 


Replying to critics who insist 


that the budget be balanced be- 
fore taxes are cut, Kennedy not- 
ed that estimates of revenues are 
necessarily only estimates and of- 
ten wrong. 


But he added that, assuming 


the tax bill is enacted, "I expect 
to be able to submit next January 
a budget for fiscal 1965 envision- 
ing an estimated deficit below 
that most recently forecast for 
fiscal 1964. 


"And any increase in the fed- 


eral, debt resulting from these 
transitional budget deficits will be 
kept proportionately lower than 
the increase in our gross national 
product—so that, the real burden 
of the federal debt will be stead- 
ily reduced."

More Rabid 
Bat Bites 
Confirmed 


LITTLE ttOCK (AP)—The state 


Health Department received re- 
potts of two more confirmed 
cases 
of 
rabies in bats to- 


day and sounded a new warning 
of the danger in handling bats. 


"These bats are migrating" 


said Dr. Harvie Ellis, state Direc- 
tor of veterinary medicine, "and 
people have just got to quit han- 
dling them. We're getting reports 
about adults picking them up de- 
Spite repeated warnings." 


The Health Department had nine 


more bat heads ready for exami- 
nation, he said, and the danger 
will continue until cool weather 
ends the migration. 


The two new cases came from 


Pulaski County, making a total of 
five cases in the county and eight 
in the state this year. Dallas, Ash- 
ley and Garland counties have had 
one rabid bat each. 


Ellis said' persons exposed to 


bats should bring the animal to 
the Health Department for exami- 
nation. 


"You can't detect rabies in a 


bat by observation," he said. 
"They have, to be killed and the 
brains examined. Baits tolerate 
rabies without symptoms." 


Neither of the bats in the two 


new cases bit a human, Ellis 
said, but several pets were bitten.
